CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY-AUGUST  1952 


Panaers  received  about  18.9  billion  dollars  from  marketings 
during  the  first  eight  months  of  1952,  3  percent  more  than  they  re- 
ceived in  the  corresponding  period  J.ast  year.    Approximately  5  per- 
cent more  farm  products  were  sold  this  year,  but  prices  averaged  a 
little  lower.    On  the  other  hand,  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  pro- 
duction items  (including  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates)  averaged 
h  percent  higher  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  1951.  Because 
of  these  higher  production  costs,  farmers*  reallssed  net  income  this 
year  may  be  a  little  lower  than  in  1951. 

The  eight-month  total  of  cash  receipts  fi-om  livestock  and 
livestock  products  was  approximately  11.9  billion  dollars,  or  h  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier.    The  total  volume  of  livestock 
marketings  was  xs^  about  3  percent,  but  prices  of  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  averaged  7  percent  lower.    Receipts  from  meat  animals, 
estimated  at  6.5  billion  dollars,  were  6  percent  below  last  year. 
Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  of  2.1  billion  dollars  were  also  down 
about  5  percent.    But  dairy  receipts  were  up  about  1  percent  to 
3.1  billion  dollars. 

Total  crop  receipts  in  the  eight-month  period  were  about 
7.0  billion  dollars,  or  18  percent  more  than  last  year,  with  wheat, 
cotton,  and  vegetables  showing  the  largest  increases.    The  volume  of 
crop  marketings  las  8  percent  larger  than  in  the  first  eight  months 
of  1951,  but  most  of  the  increase  in  crop  receipts  was  the  result  of 
higher  prices. 
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Cash  receipts  In  J^jly 

Farmers  *  cash  receipts  £rc«i  narketings  in  July  asuDunted  to 
2*8  billion  dollars^  up  17  percent  from  the  previous  month  and 
k  percent  aboTe  July  1951*    Seasonally  larger  narketings  of  some 
major  crops  accounted  for  the  marked  increase  orer  June.  Compared 
with  a  year  earlier^  higher  average  prices  and  larger  marketings 
of  crops  more  than  offset  lower  average  prices  and  a  decline  in 
marketings  of  livestock.    July  livestock  receipts  of  1.5  billion 
dollars  were  down  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier ^  while  crop  re- 
ceipts totaling  1.3  billion  dollars  were       20  percent. 

Cash  receipts  in  August 

Total  cash  receipts  in  August  are  tentatively  estimated  at 
2«9  billion  dollars,  5  percent  more  than  in  July  but  3  percent 
below  last  August.    Livestock  receipts  were  around  1.5  billion 
dollars,  5  percent  above  J\2ly  but  9  percent  lower  than  a  year  ago. 
August  crop  receipts,  estimated  at  l.U  billion  dollars,  were  }sp 
5  percent  from  July  and  about  3  percent  above  August  1951  • 

Prices  of  farm  products  in  August  averaged  slightly  higher 
tbAn  a  year  earlier,  with  declines  in  livestock  prices  more  than 
offset  by  higher  prices  for  most  crops.    However,  the  volisne  of 
marketings  is  estijaated  to  have  been  somewhat  smaller  for  both 
crops  and  livestock.

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REVISED  ESTIMATES  OF  CASH  RECEIPTS  AND 
HOME  COWSWiPTION,  19^0  AND  1951 

Revised  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and 
the  value  of  home  consumption  of  farm  products  for  the  years  1950 
and  1951  are  presented  in  considerable  detail  in  tables  6-12  of 
this  report.    In  addition  to  the  usual  adjustments  in  line  m.th  the 
latest  disposition  reports  for  the  various  commodities,  the  revised 
estiiriates  incorporate  new  bench-mark  data  obtained  in  the  1950 
Census  of  Agriculture,    The  new  estLnates  are  generally  lower  for 
both  years  tlian  those  previoxisly  published.    The  reductions  are 
quite  small  in  the  case  of  cash  receipts,  but  relatively  large  for 
heme  consumption. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1950  are  nov;  estimated 
at  28,3  billion  dollars,  or  1,5  percent  less  than  the  estimate 
published  a  year  ago.    Reductions  have  been  made  in  the  estimates 
for  most  of  the  major  commodity  groups,  but  none  in  excess  of 
5  percent.    The  revised  estiraate  of  cash  receipts  in  1951  is 
32,6  billion  dollars,  only  slightly  below  the  previous  estimate 
published  earlier  this  year.    The  1951  estimates  for  some  commodi- 
ties were  raised  and  some  lowered,  but  none  of  the  major  commodity 
groups  \jere  changed  more  than  k  percent. 

Changes  in  cash  receipts  from  1950  to  1951  are  not  very  much 
affected  by  the  revisions.    The  total  is  now  up  15  percent  instead 
of  Ik  percent  as  indicated  by  the  unrevised  estimates.    The  revised 
estimates  show  the  same  direction  of  change  from  1950  to  1951  for 
all  the  principal  commodity  groups  and  for  all  States  except  Florida, 
The  revised  total  for  Florida  shows  a  small  increase  from  1950  to 
1951  instead  of  a  sioall  decline  as  previously  indicated. 

The  value  of  farm  products  consimed  directly  in  farm  house- 
holds has  been  lowered  from  2,3  to  2.0  billion  dollars  for  1950,  and 
from  2.7  to  2.2  billion  dollars  for  1951.    These  changes  reflect 
rather  substantial  reductions  in  the  estimated  quantities  of  many 
of  the  items  involved  in  home  consumption,  particularly  hogs, 
chickens,  eggs,  dairy  products,  and  truck  crops.    Previous  estimates 
were  too  high  mainly  because  they  assumed  a  smaller  decline  from 
19h$  to  1950  in  the  number  of  farms  than  the  8-percent  drop  revealed 
by  the  1950  Census  of  Agriciilture.    As  farms  become  larger,  fewer, 
and  more  specialized,  the  value  of  home  consumption  tends  to  become 
a  relatively  less  important  part  of  farmers'  total  gross  income.
